New  York  and  Boston  AIDS  treatment  activists  stage  secret 
demonstration  to  lower  the  cost  of  drug  for  AIDS-related  blindess.  ACT 
UP  debate  over  secrecy  sparked.  Police  threaten  protestors’  lives

WESTBOROUGH.  Mass.-In  a  daring  and  surprise  action.  20  AIDS  activists  blocked  the  access  road  to  Astra 
Pharmaceutical  Products  in  this  central  Massachusetts  town  early  morning  on  Jan.  27.  Using  four  large  trucks, 
walkie-talkies  and  new  tactics  learned  front  a  Greenpeace  organizer,  eight  activists  chained  themselves  to  the 
rear  axles  of  parked  trucks  to  pressure  Astra  to  lower  the  price  of  Foscavir  (a  brand  of  the  drug  toscamet). 

Unexpected  outcomes  of  the  demonstration  include  a  possible  lawsuit  by  the  police  against  C  BS  News  for 
wire-tappimz  the  protestors,  the  endangerment  of  protestors  lives  by  police,  and  debate  within  ACT  UP  over 
the  cost  and  secrecy  of  the  demonstration. 

Astra-nomical  costs  . 

The  activists,  w  ho  are  members  of  ACT  UP/Boston  and  the  Treatment  Action  Guerillas  (TAG)  of  New  York. 

an  off-shoot  of  ACT  UP/New  York,  had  negotiated  with  Astra  to  expand  its  free  distribution  program  and  to 
lower  the  cost  of  Foscavir.  Astra  charges  $21 .000  annually  for  Foscavir.  making  it  the  most  expensive  AIDS 
druu  to  date.  About  one  quarter  of  all  people  with  AIDS  may  need  Foscavir.  a  drug  which  treats  CMV  retinitis, 
the  opportunistic  infection  that  causes  blindness.  "Astra's  AIDS  profiteering  is  robbing  us  blind."  said  Peter 
Staley,  a  member  of  TAG.  and  an  organizer  of  the  action. 

Astra  claims  that  it  must  charge  $21,000.  or  $58  a  day.  for  Foscavir  to  recoup  $100  million  it  claims  it  spent 
to  develop  the  drug.  Many  organizations  disagree  with  that  figure,  including  the  federal  government.  Th tW'ull 
Street  Journal  estimates  the  total  cost  of  research  to  be  $15  million,  at  least  $10  million  of  which  was  govern¬ 
ment-subsidized.  Congress  has  requested  that  Astra  document  its  expenses  or  undergo  an  independent  audit. 

Stuart  Goldstein,  of  ACT  UP  Boston  said.  "If  they  cut  the  price  of  Foscavir  in  half.  Astra  wouldn't  lose  a 
dime."  One  of  the  demonstrators.  Warren  Blumenfeld.  said.  "Astra  in  its  unquenchable  hunger  tor  enormous 
prof  it  margins  has  virtually  declared  war  on  people  with  HIV." 

Beeause  CMV  retinitis  develops  in  the  later  stages  of  HIV  infection,  most  individuals  are  on  Medicaid,  which 
pays  SO  percent  of  the  costs  for  treatment.  Staley  claims  that  the  cost  of  Foscavir  w  ill  "sock  it  to  the  state 
Medicaid  budgets,  when  each  budget  cut  already  hurts  people  with  AIDS." 

Police  endanger  lives  .  .  , 

The  demonstration  outside  Astra's  U.S.  headquarters  began  at  7:20  a.m.  when  the  organizers  placed  two  large 

trucks  on  either  side  of  Astra's  entrance.  With  banners  proclaiming  "Astra's  Greed  Robs  Us  Blind."  and  "Cut 
the  Price  of  Foscavir  Now !."  eight  of  the  activists  handcuffed  their  arms  inside  iron  pipes  that  had  been  placed 

over  the  rear  axles  of  the  trucks.

Fifth 
national 
Black  gay 
conference 

By  Carrie  Wofford 

OAKLAND,  Calif. — Black  gay  and  les¬ 
bian  organizers  are  expecting  one  of  the  best 
conferences  to  date  at  this  year’s  Black  Gay 
and  Lesbian  Leadership  Conference,  to  be 
held  here  Feb.  13-17.  Over  700  activists  are 
expected  this  year,  up  from  525  last  year  in 
Los  Angeles. 

“What’s  really  important  [about  this  con- 
femce]  is  that  it’s  impossible  for  the  African 
American  gay  and  lesbian  movement  to  suc¬ 
ceed  if  we  do  not  come  together,  and  it’s 
impossible  for  the  larger  movement  to  suc¬ 
ceed  if  all  of  its  parts  are  not  empowered,” 
co-chair  Phill  Wilson  explained.  The  confer¬ 
ence  “represents  for  African  American  les¬ 
bian  and  gay  [the  chance]  to  come  together  so 
we  understand  who  we  are  and  the  diversity 
of  who  we  are,”  he  said. 

The  Black  Gay  and  Lesbian  Leadership 
Conference  is  run  each  year  by  the  Black 
Gay  and  Lesbian  Leadership  Forum,  estab¬ 
lished  in  1988  to  provide  alternative  opportu¬ 
nities  for  Black  gay  men  and  lesbians  to 
exchange  information  and  gain  new  experi¬ 
ences  and  skills  around  urgent  issues  facing 
the  community,  according  to  Wilson,  also  the 
founder  of  the  Black  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Leadership  Forum  (BGLLF). 

Last-minute  location  change 

The  conference  has  been  changed  at  the 
last  minute  to  the  Oakland  Airport  Hilton 
from  the  Oakland-Clarion,  after  the  confer¬ 
ence  had  grown  to  the  point  where  the 
Clarion  was  unable  to  accomodate  it. 

All  hotel  reservations  have  been  transfer ed 
at  the  same  rate.  Any  questions  may  be 
directed  to  the  BGLLF. 

One-day  institutes  have  been  expanded  this 
year  to  include  spirituality  and  cultural  devel¬ 
opment,  as  well  as  political  organizing,  AIDS 
and  women’s  issues. 

Speakers  include  Assotto  Saint,  editor  of 
the  newly-published  The  Road  Before  Us: 
100  Black  Gay  Poets;  Sandra  Lowe,  former 
Lambda  Legal  Defense  attorney  and  newly- 
appointed  director  of  the  New  York  State 
Office  of  Gay  and  Lesbian  Affairs;  Seattle 
City  Councillor  Sherry  Harris,  the  first 
African-American  lesbian  elected  official; 
Dr.  Marjorie  Hill,  Mayor  David  Dinkins’  Gay 
and  Lesbian  Liaison;  Dr.  Billy  E.  Jones,  New 
York  City’s  Mental  Health  Commissioner; 
and  Essence  magazine  senior  editor  Linda 
Villarosa  and  her  mother  Clara  Villarosa, 
who  will  deliver  the  keynote  address  at  the 
Women’s  Institute. 

Turnaround  at  Essence 

Essence  magazine  had  initially  refused  to 
run  an  advertisement  announcing  last  year’s 
Black  Gay  and  Lesbian  Leadership 
Conference,  but  eventually  placed  the  ad  the 
same  month  as  the  conference  after  pressure 
from  gay  and  lesbian  groups.  In  the  fall, 
Linda  Villarosa  and  her  mother  wrote  a  per¬ 
sonal  account  of  Linda’s  coming  out  to  her 
parents. 

The  turnaround  at  Essence  represents  “just 
one  example  of  the  possibilities  that  exist 
when  black  gays  and  lesbians  claim  their 
rightful  position  and  place  in  the  larger 
African-American  community,”  Wilson, 
founder  of  the  Black  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Leadership  Forum  that  sponsors  the  confer¬ 
ence,  said. 

Women’s  Institute 

This  year’s  third  annual  Women’s  Institute 
will  include  two  tracks — on  health  and  orga¬ 
nizational  issues — because  of  the  over¬ 
whelming  response  and  demand  for  more 
workshops  last  year.  The  Ache  Project,  an 
organization  of  lesbians  of  African  descent 
that  won  the  BGLLF  1991  Harriet  Tubman 
Award  for  excellence  in  organizing  and  con-

Alabama  in  uproar 
over  gay  students 

AUBURN,  Ala. — The  campus-wide  stu¬ 
dent  governing  board  at  Auburn  University 
in  Alabama  rejected  an  application  for  offi¬ 
cial  campus  recognition  by  members  of  the 
Auburn  Gay  and  Lesbian  Association,  claim¬ 
ing  that  to  recognize  the  group,  the  govern¬ 
ing  board  would  in  effect  be  condoning,  as 
well  as  providng  campus  funds  to,  a  lifestyle 
that  many  find  morally  reprehensible.  Cable 
News  Network  reported  January  28. 

Amid  the  threat  of  a  lawsuit  by  the 
Alabama  Civil  Liberties  Union  on  behalf  of 
the  Auburn  Gay  and  Lesbian  Association, 
the  University  administration  overstepped 
the  student  governing  board  and  approved 
the  application.  Auburn  University  student 
leaders  then  initiated  a  petition  drive  that  has 
already  garnered  over  12,000  signatures 
demanding  that  the  university  trustees  termi¬ 
nate  the  group’s  current  legal  status.

Anti-gay  sheriff 
candidates  in  TX 

FORT  WORTH — A  candidate  for  sheriff 
in  Fort  Worth  announced  he  would  “just  as 
soon  [throw  in]  jail  as  hire”  a  gay  or  lesbian 
deputy,  the  Fort  Worth  Star-Telegram 
reported  Jan.  1 1 .  The  other  sheriff  candidates 
said  they  would  resist  hiring  gay  men  or  les¬ 
bians. 

Gay  and  lesbian  activists  called  the  opin¬ 
ions  perturbing  but  not  unexpected,  because 
the  state  maintains  a  sodomy  law.  The  112- 
year-old  sodomy  law  was  struck  down  in 
March  as  unconstitutional  by  a  state  district 
judge,  a  decision  the  attorney  general  is 
appealing  at  the  end  of  January.  The  current 
law  places  a  fine  of  as  much  as  $200  on  indi¬ 
viduals  caught  in  gay  or  lesbian  sex.

Louisville  gets 
bashing  ordinance 

LOUISVILLE,  Ky. — Before  an  overflow 
crowd  of  over  200  supporters,  the  Louisville 
Board  of  Aldermen  approved  a  revised  hate 
crimes  ordinance  on  Nov.  12  that  includes 
sexual  orientation  as  a  category  protected 
from  crimes  of  violence  of  intimidation,  the 
Kentucky  Gay  and  Lesbian  Educational 
Center  reported.  The  law  represents  the  first 
time  that  gay  men  and  lesbians,  as  a  class, 
have  received  civil  protections  of  any  kind  in 
the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky. 

The  new  ordinance — renamed  the  Anti- 
Discrimination  Ordinance — replaces  an  ear¬ 
lier  hate  crimes  ordinance  that  was  deter¬ 
mined  to  be  potentially  unconstitutional  by 
the  state  attorney  general  because  of  its 
penalty  provisions. 

The  new  law  allows  the  Louisville  and 
Jefferson  County  Human  Relations 
Commission  to  impose  fines  against  those 
who  harm  others  because  of  race,  religion, 
ethnicity,  health  condition,  disability,  gender 
or  sexual  orientation.  It  is  believed  to  be  one 
of  the  broadest  such  laws  in  the  country. 

In  separate  news,  the  city  Board  of 
Aldermen  let  gay  rights  legislation  die  in 
committee  at  the  end  of  last  year.  That  legis¬ 
lation,  known  as  the  Fairness  Amendment, 
would  have  prohibited  discrimination  city¬ 
wide  on  the  basis  of  sexual  orientation  in 
employment,  housing  and  public  accomoda¬ 
tions. 

Activists  say  they  will  continue  to  press 
for  its  passage,  especially  given  the  existence 
of  such  laws  in  over  100  cities  nationwide, 
including,  most  recently  New  Orleans,  and 
given  the  sponsorship  of  the  legislation  by  a 
majority  of  the  board  when  it  was  introduced 
in  November.  Activists  have  started  civil  dis¬ 
obedience  classes  and  are  continuing  their 
attendance  at  regular  meetings  of  the  Board, 
wearing  Fairness  tee-shirts  and  buttons. 


“We’ve  waited  way  too  long  for  this  legisla¬ 
tion  already,"  said  Carla  Wallace,  one  of  the 
coordinators  of  the  Fairness  Campaign.

St.  John’s  rapist 
on  trial 

QUEENS,  N.Y. —  The  last  of  the  six 
white  men  indicted  in  the  1990  rape  of  an 
African  American  woman  at  St.  John’s 
University  is  on  trial  now  in  New  York. 
Twenty  two-year-old  Michael  Calandrillo,  of 
61  South  Robert  Damm  Road,  Bethpage, 
Li.,  is  bang  tried  separately  because  he  sup¬ 
plied  the  police  with  a  statment  implicating 
another  of  the  men,  the  New  York  Times 
reported. 

Calandrillo  was  a  sophomore  majoring  in 
criminal  justice  when  he  allegedly  took  the 
woman,  also  a  student,  to  a  house  in  March 
1990,  allegedly  as  a  brief  stop-off  when  he 
was  driving  ha  home.  There  he  allegedly 
plied  her  with  liquor,  forced  ha  to  perform 
oral  sex  on  him,  and  took  advantage  of  ha 
when  she  passed  out  from  the  alcohol, 
according  to  the  Times. 

Justice  Kenneth  Brown  of  the  State 
Supreme  Court  in  Queens  ruled  Jan.  27  that 
the  prosecution  could  introduce  evidence  on 
the  further  abuse  that  occurred  after 
Calandrillo  left  the  house. 

Three  of  the  otha  men  wae  acquitted  of 
sodomy  charges  last  summa  and  two  others 
have  pleaded  guilty  to  sexual  abuses.  A  sev¬ 
enth  man  was  la  off,  despite  his  acknowl¬ 
edgment  of  sexual  abuse,  in  exchange  for 
testifying  against  the  others.

School  districts 
allow  condoms 

LOS  ANGELES — The  Los  Angeles 
School  Board  voted  4-3  to  approve  condom 
distribution  to  high  school  students  provided 
they  have  written  consent  from  their  parents. 
Parental  consent  was  not  in  the  original  pro¬ 
posal,  which  had  also  included  junior  high 
school  students,  but  some  board  members 
insisted  on  restricting  the  program  to  high 
school  students  and  requiring  the  parents 
approval,  GayNET  reported. 

Los  Angeles  joins  Philadelphia  and  New 
York  in  allowing  condom  distribution  in 
public  high  schools  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
AIDS  and  other  sexually  transmitted  dis¬ 
eases. 

In  Massachusetts,  the  school  committee 
for  the  Boston  suburb  of  Newton  voted  7-1 
Jan.  27  to  allow  condoms  at  Newton’s  two 
high  schools,  making  Newton  the  sixth  com¬ 
munity  in  the  state  to  approve  condom  distri¬ 
bution  in  the  schools  following  the  Boston 
school  committee’s  decision  that  local 
school  boards  should  decide  on  condom  dis¬ 
tribution.

Who  Gives  A  Dam? 

AIDS  organizations  face  increasing  pressure  to  focus  on 
woman-to-woman  safer  sex

BOSTON — After  increasing  pressure  from 
lesbians  in  the  AIDS  movement,  the  nation's 
largest  AIDS  service  organization.  Gay 
Men’s  Health  Crisis  (GMHC)  of  New  York, 
recently  adopted  a  program  to  address  HIV 
transmission  between  women.  Natalie 
Weeks,  deputy  executive  director  of  pro¬ 
grams  at  GMHC,  recalled,  “Activists  met 
with  us  and  wanted  to  know,  ‘What  are  you 
doing  now  for  the  lesbian  community,  and 
what  are  you  going  to  do?’” 

While  lesbian  and  bisexual  AIDS  activists 
have  criticized  the  government  over  the  past 
several  years  for  failing  to  study,  record  or 
educate  women  about  the  possible  risks  of 
woman-to-woman  transmission,  the  experi¬ 
ence  of  GMHC  is  representative  of  a  rela¬ 
tively  new  target  AIDS  organizations  in  sev¬ 
eral  cities  increasingly  face  activists  demand¬ 
ing  more  resources  for  lesbians,  including 
information  and  materials  concerning  safer 
sex  for  women  who  have  sex  with  women. 

Activists  complain  of  the  low  priority 
placed  on  dealing  with  worn  an -to  woman 
HTV  transmission  by  some  mainstream  AIDS 
organizations.  They  say  the  government  and 
many  AIDS  organizations  are  reluctant  to 
support  the  promotion  and  distribution  of 
safer-sex  materials  such  as  dental  dams  and 
latex  gloves. 

Boston  Queer  Nation  activist  Ren  Jenner 
said,  “This  is  a  long  fight....  Established 
AIDS  organizations  just  aren’t  taking  seri¬ 
ously  the  fact  that  [woman-to-woman]  trans¬ 
mission  happens.” 

Some  AIDS  groups  unresponsive 

For  the  past  year,  the  women’s  committees 
of  ACT  UP  and  Queer  Nation  around  the 
country  have  attempted  to  raise  awareness 
and  safety  practices  around  woman-to- 
woman  disease  transmission,  an  aspect  of 
HIV  to  which  the  media  and  medical  estab¬ 
lishment  have  paid  little  attention,  activists 
claim.  The  groups  distribute  safer  sex  infor¬ 
mation  and  materials  to  women  at  clubs  and 
bars  frequented  by  lesbians  and  bisexual 
women.  However,  their  efforts  have  been 
“stalled,”  according  to  Jenner,  because  of  dif¬ 
ficulties  in  obtaining  the  necessary  latex 
materials. 

Some  AIDS  organizations  maintain  that 
the  fact  that  woman-to  woman  transmission 
of  HIV  is  not  a  visible  epidemic  means  that 
not  much  attention  can  be  allotted.  “There’s 
just  not  that  sense  of  emergency,”  said 
Steven  Colarusso  of  the  AIDS  ACTION 
Committee  of  Massachusetts,  one  of  the 
nation’s  four  largest  AIDS  service  organiza¬ 
tions.  “You  have  to  set  priorities  and  work  on 
the  highest  risk  groups.”  Louise  Rice,  a  reg¬ 
istered  nurse  and  lesbian  working  with  AIDS 
ACTION,  pointed  out  that  dwindling 
resources  and  budget  cuts  necessitate  focus¬ 
ing  on  the  most  prevalent  means  of  transmis¬ 
sion — blood  products  and  semen. 

Activists  say  that  while  AIDS  ACTION 
Committee  provides  safer  sex  materials  per¬ 
taining  to  heterosexual  and  man-to-man 
transmission,  including  condoms,  the  organi¬ 
zation  has  repeatedly  refused  requests  to 
assist  the  women  activists  with  dental  dams. 
Colarusso  pointed  out  that  the  organization 
has  provided  activists  with  unlubricated  con¬ 
doms,  which  can  be  cut  up  and  used  as  a  bar¬ 
rier  for  oral  sex,  as  well  as  literature  on  les¬ 
bians  and  AIDS  to  distribute. 

Activists  also  have  turned  to  Boston’s  gay 
and  lesbian  health  center,  the  Fenway 
Community  Health  Center  (FCHC),  which 
provides  dental  dams  only  to  its  clients  in 
pre-  and  post-HIV  testing  counseling, 
according  to  Michelle  Frost  of  FCHC. 

AIDS  ACTION  Committee  advocates  that 
women  and  their  partners  use  plastic  wrap  as 
an  oral  barrier  to  HIV  infection  instead  of 
dams.  Colarusso  said  that  since  dams  are  not 
readily  available,  it  does  not  make  sense  to 
provide  people  with  a  sample  of  a  product 
they  will  then  find  difficult  to  acquire. 
“Dental  dams  have  this  mystic  quality  in 
some  people’s  minds,”  and  distributing  them 
“is  not  practical,"  he  claims,  a  claim  that  is 
supported  by  some  women  within  ACT  UP. 

But  Jenner  responded,  “We  depend  on 
AIDS  organizations  to  make  dams  more 
available,  to  help  women  get  used  to  using 
them.” 

In  confronting  the  government,  as  well  as 
organizations  run  primarily  by  gay  men,  les¬ 
bian  activists  feel  multiply  challenged.  “As 
lesbians  we’re  invisible,  as  lesbians  with 
HIV  we’re  doubly  invisible,”  noted  Keri 
Duran,  a  member  of  ACT  UP/Boston  who 
has  AIDS. 

Activists  in  other  cities  face  similar  obsta¬ 
cles  in  obtaining  safer  sex  materials.  Moore 
Robinson  of  the  Woman  to  Woman  AIDS 
Project  in  Rhode  Island  said,  “In  terms  of 
getting  dental  dams  to  distribute,  we  were  on 
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our  own."  Not  only  did  she  face  difficulties 
in  getting  assistance  from  AIDS  organiza¬ 
tions,  but  the  companies  producing  dental 
dams  “don’t  want  lesbians  using  their  prod¬ 
ucts  for  safer  sex.”  Robinson  pretended  to  be 
a  dental  student  to  obtain  dental  dams  direct¬ 
ly  from  the  company. 

New  commitment  to  lesbians 

Other  activists  have  received  a  more  favor¬ 
able  response.  After  several  members  of 
Lesbians  Working  in  AIDS,  a  New  York 
activist  group,  met  with  administrators  at 
GMHC,  GMHC  founded  the  Lesbian  AIDS 
Project.  "[The  activists]  said  nobody  any¬ 
where  was  doing  anything  for  lesbians,  not 
on  the  level  of  an  AIDS  project,”  GMHC’s 
Weeks  said.  The  program  began  in  early 
November;  recently,  the  board  of  directors 
approved  a  $75,000  budget  for  the  program. 
GMHC  announced  the  federal  government 
also  makes  available  money  for  lesbian  out¬ 
reach  through  the  Ryan  White  CARE  Act 

GMHC  maintains  that  the  lack  of  hard 
data  on  woman-to-woman  sexual  transmis¬ 
sion  of  HTV  is  no  excuse  to  ignore  the  issue. 
Pointing  to  anecdotes,  Weeks  said,  “We  have 
been  convinced  that  the  need  for  services  is 
far  greater  than  anyone  knows....  Until  we 
have  valid  resources  applied  to  studying  this 
area,  no  one  can  make  the  statement  that 
[woman-to-woman  transmission]  is  not  a 
problem.” 

In  addition,  not  all  AIDS  organizations 
discourage  dental  dams  as  an  option  for 
women  wanting  to  practice  safer  sex.  “Just 
like  there  have  been  condoms  provided  for 
mat,  there  should  be  whatever  women  need 
to  prevent  [HIV  transmission],”  Vikki 
Segovia,  outreach  coordinator  for  the 
Multicultural  AIDS  Coalition  in  Boston, 
said.  “Even  if  it’s  just  one  out  of  a  hundred 
women  who  get  it  this  way,  that’s  important." 

The  Multicultural  AIDS  Coalition  pro¬ 
vides  dental  dams,  unlubricated  condoms, 
latex  gloves  and  plastic  wrap  to  individuals 
on  request.  The  GMHC  Lesbian  AIDS 
Project  is  considering  dental  dam  distribu¬ 
tion,  as  part  of  their  lesbian  safe  sex  kits. 

Lack  of  information 

Very  little  is  known  about  the  rate  and  spe¬ 
cific  mechanisms  of  woman-to-woman  trans¬ 
mission.  The  federal  Centers  for  Disease 
Control  (CDC)  does  not  study  woman-to- 
woman  sexual  contact  as  a  category  of  HIV 
transmission.  If  a  woman  can  be  placed  into 
another  category,  such  as  IV  drug  users,  her 
sexual  activity  with  other  women  will  not  be 
recorded.  Duran  pointed  out  that  “if  a  lesbian 
with  AIDS  had  sex  with  a  man  once  since 
1977,  it  would  be  called  [heterosexual  trans¬ 
mission].” 

Most  researchers  do  not  ask  women  about 
their  sexual  activity  with  other  women,  and 
many  participants  in  government  studies  do 
not  identify  themselves  as  lesbians  to  the 
physicians.  Duran  cites  a  National  Institute 
for  Allergies  and  Infectious  Disease  (NIAID) 
study  in  which  no  questions  beyond,  "Do 
you  have  sex  with  women?”  were  asked, 
although  detailed  questions  concerning  dif¬ 
ferent  kinds  of  penetration,  were  addressed  to 
those  participants  who  are  sexually  active 
with  men.  “It’s  amazing  how  in  the  dark  they 
are  about  what  kind  of  sex  women  are  hav¬ 
ing,”  AIDS  ACTION’S  Rice  agreed. 

Despite  these  obstacles,  approximately  14 
cases  of  woman-to-woman  transmission  have 
been  identified  by  the  CDC  since  1984.  An 
observational  data  base  of  NIAID  contains 
seven  women  of  287  who  requested  their 
HIV  transmission  be  listed  as  sexual  contact 
with  another  woman. 

Do  lesbians  have  sex? 

Women  activists  maintain  that  they  are 
additionally  hindered  by  myths  and  igno¬ 
rance  about  lesbian  sexuality.  CDC  physician 
Charles  Schable  told  Visibilities,  a  lesbian 
publication,  that  there  was  no  need  to  study 
HIV  among  lesbians  because  “lesbians  don’t 
have  much  sex.”  In  particular,  activists  say, 
lesbians  are  not  seen  as  non-monogamous. 
“People  don’t  believe  that  lesbians  have 
casual  sex,”  Jenner  claimed. 

Women  who  are  HIV-positive  express  the 
frustration  resulting  from  the  lack  of  infor¬ 
mation  about  safer  sex.  Relationships  are 
often  endangered  by  the  lack  of  certainty 
about  what  sexual  acts  can  be  performed 
safely.  “I  have  very  little  info,  although  I’m 
well-educated  about  this,”  said  Duran.  “I’m 
afraid  of  putting  other  women  at  risk.”  To 
date,  there  have  been  no  studies  of  the  effec¬ 
tiveness  of  dental  dams,  gloves  or  plastic 
wrap  as  HIV  prevention.  There  is  increased 
ride  of  transmission  during  menstruation,  but 
there  are  many  unknowns  because  the  com¬ 
position  of  vaginal  fluids  alter  cyclically  as 
well.  Rice  said,  “The  vagina  is  a  different 
place  every  day  of  the  month.  Not  only  do

I  would  like  to  let  the  inmates  that  are  in 
the  New  York  State  Prison  System  who  have 
tested  positive  for  HTV  know  that  you  are  not 
alone  anymore. 

In  March  of  1990  a  class  action  law  suit 
was  filed  against  the  Department  of 
Corrections  (DoC),  as  well  as  the  DoC’s  med¬ 
ical,  mental  health  and  education  departments, 
and  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

The  class  action  lawsuit  concerns  the  inade¬ 
quate  medical,  mental  and  educational  pro¬ 
gramming  that  would  help  all  inmates 
understand  what  AIDS  is  all  about.  The 
Commissioner  of  the  Department  of 
Corrections  refuses  to  admit  that  there  is  a 
problem  with  AIDS  in  the  New  York  Prison 
system,  just  as  he  refuses  to  admit  that  there 
are  problems  with  I.V.  drug  abuse  and  homo¬ 
sexuality  in  his  system.  So  in  light  of  all  these 
problems  that  are  kept  under  lock  and  key,  we 
inmates  that  do  have  AIDS  have  to  be  satis¬ 
fied  with  the  little  medical  care  that  we  get. 
There  are  people  who  care  about  us  and  these 
people  are  Jack  Beck,  Michael  Wiseman  and 
Kate  Tosswell  from  the  Prisoner  Rights 
Project  in  New  York  City  and  they  are  the 
ones  that  are  handling  this  class  action  suit. 

They  would  like  any  inmate  in  the  New 
York  State  Department  of  Corrections  who 
has  AIDS  to  contact  them  and  let  than  know 
if  you  are  getting  inadequate  education  or 
medical  or  mental  treatment.  Word  to  the 
wise,  don’t  let  the  New  York  State 
Department  kill  you,  contact  these  lawyers 
and  fight  for  your  right  for  adequate  education 
or  medical  or  mental  treatment

Unthinkable 

discrimination 

Dear  GCN: 

A  wonderful  friend  of  mine  introduced  me 
to  GCN.  I  would  like  to  say  that  I  am 
delighted  to  know  that  such  a  paper  is  in 
existence,  we  need  more  publications  that 
tends  to  our  needs.  Keep  up  the  excellent 
work! 

Now  the  more  serious  reason  why  I  am 
forwarding  this  letter.  I  am  presently  caged  at 
the  State  Correctional  Institution  at 
Rockview,  Bellefonte,  PA.  As  you  may  have 
heard  many  prisoners  explain  about  their  sit¬ 
uations,  I  strongly  believe  my  story  may  dif¬ 
fer.  In  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of 
Corrections  gay  prisoners  are  discriminated 
against  in  ways  that  are  unthinkable;  free 
world  people  (gays  mainly)  would  not 
believe  what’s  taking  place  throughout  these 
institutions.  Gays  here  are  discriminated 
against  in  prison  jobs,  cellhouse  assign¬ 
ments,  education,  transfers  and  discipline  or 
punishment,  whereas  the  so  called  “normal” 
receive  far  less  severe  discipline. 

This  prison  mainly  uses  on  gays  what  is 
called  “Behavior  Modification  Treatment." 
What  this  entails  is: 

1)  Physically  removing  gay  prisoners  to 
areas  sufficiently  isolated  to  effectively 
break  or  seriously  weaken  close  emotional 
ties; 

2)  Building  a  conviction  among  the  gay 
prisoners  that  they  have  been  abandoned  by 
and  totally  isolated  from  our  social  order, 

3)  Using  techniques  of  character  invalida¬ 
tion  (i.e.  humiliation),  shouting  to  induce 
feelings  of  guilt,  fear  and  suggestibility;  cou¬ 
pled  with  sleeplessness,  an  exacting  prison 
regime  and  periodic  interrogations; 

4)  Preventing  contact  with  anyone  non- 
sym pathetic  to  the  method  of  treatment  and 
regimen  of  the  captive  populace. 

Families  of  gay  prisoners  are  often 
harassed  by  state  prison  officials.  My  visitors 
and  others  complain  of  being  intimidated  by 
prison  officials.  Children  are  repressed  in  the 
visiting  room,  and  in  one  occasion,  my  fami¬ 
ly  drove  eight  hours,  just  to  visit  me  for  two 
hours.  They  were  asked  to  leave  and  then 
were  stripped  and  searched.  This  causes 
great  concern  to  many  gay  prisoners  because 
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these  are  our  mothers  and  sisters,  these  are 
the  tatics  used  to  break  us  down,  and  only 
because  of  our  lifestyles. 

Also,  there  are  experiments  that  are  being 
conducted  on  gays  within  the  Department  of 
Corrections.  It  is  called  “Chemotherapy." 
This  experiment  is  being  conducted  three 
times  daily,  morning,  noon  and  night  during 
what  is  called  "Sickline.”  Many  gays  are 
pressured  to  take  drugs  such  as  Prozac, 
Thorazine,  and  Librium  no  matter  if  one  is 
HIV  positive  or  negative.  If  they  are  not 
taken  the  officials  say  we  are  refusing  the 
program  and  therefore  place  us  in  the  “hole.” 
While  in  the  hole,  drugs  mysteriously  make 
their  way  into  the  food. 

They  claim  that  all  gays  are  psychologi¬ 
cally  ill  and  should  all  be  killed  because  we 
are  the  mothers  for  AIDS.  Some  drugs  make 
gays  want  to  commit  suicide,  some  attempt 
it,  some  succeed.  It  hurts  my  heart  to  know 
that  they  can  get  away  with  such  madness, 
it’s  very  hard  for  gays  in  the  free  world  to 
imagine  what  it  is  like  for  the  ones  inside. 
Each  day  I  try  to  remain  strong  with  the 
harassment,  the  bashing  for  the  other  prison¬ 
ers  that  is  condoned  by  prison  officials,  as 
well  as  sub-human  treatment  from  prison 
officials  themselves.  I  try  to  stay  strong,  but 
it  tears  away  from  me  bit  by  bit,  day  by  day, 
nobody  cares  for  gay  folk,  this  is  why  I’m 
turning  to  my  own  kind  for  help,  legal  any¬ 
thing. 

I  wish  to  submit  a  lawsuit  but  don’t  have  a 
typewriter  or  anything  like  that,  any  facts  or 
legal  assistance  and  preparing  a  discrimina¬ 
tion  suit. 

Please  help  me  and  others  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania.

Oklahoma  AIDS 
epidemic  continues 

Dear  GCN: 

The  HIV  and  AIDS  epidemic  in 
Oklahoma  continues.  During  1991,  the 
Monday  Night  Clinic  tested  and  reported  to 
the  Oklahoma  State  Department  of  Health 
(OSDH)  74  newly  found  persons  with  HIV. 
These  individuals  were  persons  who  had  not 
previously  been  tested  and  reported  to  the 
OSDH,  as  least  as  far  as  we  can  tell. 
Through  personal  interviews,  we  try  to 
ensure  we  do  not  report  anyone  as  seroposi¬ 
tive  if  they  have  been  previously  reported  to 
the  OSDH.  As  is  apparent  from  the  enclosed 
data,  the  number  of  seropositive  persons 
found  by  this  one  clinic  has  been  fairly  con¬ 
sistent  each  year,  with  a  few  more  found  dur¬ 
ing  1988,  and  a  few  less  found  during  1989, 
the  year  we  were  evicted  from  the  Oklahoma 
City  Council  Health  Department  without  any 
notice,  certainly  resulting  in  unnecessary 
infections  and  deaths  from  HTV. 

The  waste  and  mismanagement  at  the 
Oklahoma  State  Department  of  Health  also 
continues.  One  community  based  organiza¬ 
tion  had  been  waste  fully  and  inappropriately 
funded  the  last  few  years,  the  one  OSDH 
claimed  was  focusing  on  the  gay  community 
even  though  the  organization  itself  denied 
this,  decided  to  stop  the  limited  testing  it  was 
doing  and  declined  further  funding  from 
OSDH. 

This  leaves  Triangle  Association  as  the 
only  community  based  organization  in  cen¬ 
tral  Oklahoma  focusing  on  HTV  and  AIDS  in 
this  group  of  citizens.  Therefore,  the  money 
offered  to  the  defunct  group  must  be  given  to 
Triangle  Association. 

I  had  hoped,  with  so  many  changes  recent¬ 
ly  in  the  OSDH,  that  the  gross  mismanage¬ 
ment  and  waste  and  inefficiency  there  would 
abate.  Alas,  when  I  opened  my  mail  yester¬ 
day,  my  hopes  were  dashed.  I  received  a  let¬ 
ter  from  the  Director  of  the  STD/HIV 
Division  admitting  she  does  not  even  know 
how  many  persons  were  tested  at  the  com¬ 
munity  based  organizations  during  1991, 
nor  how  many  persons  were  found  to  be 
seropositive.  These  organizations  had  been 
given  almost  a  half  million  tax -dollars  to  do 
testing  with,  and  yet  the  Director  doesn’t 
even  know  what  was  purchased  with  her 
money.  This  incompetency,  inefficiency  and 
waste  must  stop.  We  must  hire  competent 
workers  to  fight  against  HTV  in  Oklahoma.

A  carrabeener  (metal  clasp  used  in  rock 
climbing)  inside  the  pipes  was  devised  as  a 
realease  out,  a  tactic  lent  to  them  by 
Greenpeace.  However,  in  practicing  the  night 
before,  “some  people  couldn’t  release  their 
arms  for  ten  minutes,”  Stephen  Skuce,  a 
member  of  ACT  UP/Boston  who  attended 
the  demonstration,  said. 

Westborough  police  ordered  the  trucks 
towed  with  the  protestors  still  attached,  after 
unsuccessfully  attempting  to  pull  the  chained 
activists  out  from  under  the  truck  axles. 
Members  of  ACT  UP  Boston  described  the 
police  as  “vicious."  Skuce  stated,  “None  of 
us  could  believe  what  we  saw.  Eight  people’s 
lives  were  in  immediate  danger  because  the 
cops  were  willing  to  run  them  over." 

The  activists  extracted  themselves  from 
under  the  trucks  and  were  arrested  along 
with  four  supporters.  They  were  charged 
with  common-law  conspiracy,  disorderly 
person  and  unlawful  assembly. 

The  activists  were  released  on  personal 
recognizance,  except  one  charged  $200  for 
possession  of  a  fire  bomb.  Another  was 
charged  with  assault  and  battery.  Protestors 
contended  that  both  charges  were  unsubstan¬ 
tiated. 

In  a  possible  countersuit,  ACT  UP  and 
TAG  may  press  charges  against  the  chief  of 
police  for  false  arrest  and  risking  bodily 
harm,  Staley  said.  Additionally,  Blumenfeld 
may  press  charges  against  one  officer  for 
allegedly  uttering  anti-semitic  statements. 
The  court  hearing  is  set  for  March  1 3. 

Police  may  sue  CBS 

Lt.  Glenn  Parker  of  the  Westborough 
Police  told  GCN  that  he  is  considering  mak¬ 
ing  charges  against  CBS  News  and  60 
Minutes  for  conspiracy  in  the  demonstration, 
an  option  he  is  discussing  with  the 
Westborough  District  Attorney. 

Parker  said,  “My  question  to  the  D.A.  is, 
‘Does  CBS  and  60  Minutes  have  the  right  to 
put  wire  taps  on  a  person  who  they  know  is 
going  to  be  in  a  demonstration?’  And  is 
what’s  taken  off  the  tape  admissable  or 
allowable  to  be  used  as  news  without 
[police]  knowledge?” 

Lt.  Parker  also  raised  the  question  of 
whether  the  presence  of  60  Minutes  “enticed 
...  people  into  doing  something  that  they  nor¬ 
mally  wouldn’t  do.”  Parker  asked,  “Is  [60 
Minutes]  trying  to  get  something  on  the 
police?” 

“It’s  a  bogus  charge,”  said  Peter  Staley, 
who  claims  60  Minutes  has  been  following 
ACT  UP  and  TAG  for  four  months  for  a 
news  edition.  “They’ve  miked  us  every¬ 
where,”  Staley  said,  “inside  work,  outside 
work.” 

Astra  supports  pries  cuts 

In  a  move  activists  believe  was  spurred  by 
the  protest,  Astra  issued  a  press  statement  of 
support  for  Sen.  Edward  Kennedy’s  (D- 
Mass.)  Federal  Drug  Price  Rebate  legislation 
on  Jan.  27.  That  legislation  would  extend  a 
12.5  percent  discount  on  drug  prices  to  low- 
income  health  services  funded  by  the  gov¬ 
ernment  under  the  Public  Health  Service 
Act.  The  same  discount  already  exists  for 
Medicaid  recipients. 

Astra  announced  it  will  voluntarily  imple¬ 
ment  the  12.5  percent  discount  by  April  30, 
whether  or  not  the  legislation  passes. 

“Clearly  this  new  support  is  in  response  to 
Monday’s  action,”  Jay  Blotcher  of  TAG’s 
media  consultants,  Public  Impact,  said. 
TAG’s  Staley  added,  “Astra’s  support... 
merely  puts  the  company  in  line  with  other 
pharmaceutical  leaders....  It’s  a  small  $2400 
step  in  the  right  direction,  but  only  for  peo¬ 
ple  enrolled  in  these  programs.  We’re  calling 
for  a  $11,000  step...  for  all  people  with 
AIDS.” 

Success  lowering  AZT’s  price 

ACT  UP  and  the  individuals  working  with 
TAG  successfully  pressured  another  pharma¬ 
ceutical  company,  Burroughs- Wellcome,  to 
lower  the  price  of  AZT  in  1989.  In  April  of 
that  year,  activists  invaded  the  headquarters 
of  Burroughs-Wellcome  in  North  Carolina. 
Then  in  September,  they  interrupted  the  New 
York  Stock  Exchange  with  a  banner  urging 
stockholders  to  sell  their  Burroughs- 
Wellcome  stock.  At  the  same  time,  ACT  UP 
coordinated  national  demonstrations  and 
negotiations  with  the  company,  and  the  com¬ 
pany  lowered  the  price  of  AZT  in 
September,  1989. 

Controversy  over  secret  action 

At  the  January  28  meeting  of  ACT  UP 
Boston,  debate  arose  over  whether  the  group 
should  pay  for  the  Boston  chapter’s  share  of 
the  demonstration  expenses,  which  included 
truck  rentals,  truck  towing  and  impounding, 
cellular  phones,  insulated  jumpsuits  and 
hotel  rooms.  The  amount,  which  demonstra¬ 
tors  did  not  make  public,  represented  more 
than  one-third  of  the  group’s  current  funds. 

Critics  were  angry  that  demonstrators  did 
not  announce  their  plans  or  expected  costs  to 
ACT  UP  in  the  general  meetings,  or  to  any 


other  individual  members,  including  the 
Treatment  Committee.  Some  members 
expressed  anger  at  being  excluded,  even 
though  most  agreed  that  the  action  was 
important  After  more  discussion,  the  general 
body  voted  unanimously  to  fund  the  action. 

TAG  chose  to  file  papers  for  incorporation 
as  a  separate  organization  from  ACT 
UP/New  York  because  of  similar  controver¬ 
sies.  Some  members  of  TAG  also  left  ACT 
UP/NY  and  the  Treatment  and  Data 
Committee  with  which  they  had  worked. 

“We  exist  separately  from  ACT  UP/New 
York  because  it’s  impossible  to  conduct 
small  actions  that  rely  on  the  element  of  sur¬ 
prise  for  their  success,  when  you  need  to  tell 
200  people  about  them  first,”  Garance 
Franke-Ruta  of  TAG  and  ACT  UP 
explained. 

However,  threre  is  no  indication  that 
secret  protests  will  lead  to  separate  groups  or 
a  split  in  ACT  UP/Boston.  Member  Stuart 
Goldstein  confirmed.  “I  don’t  think  we’re 
leaning  toward  [breaking  off].  Because 
[ACT  UP]  Boston  is  treatment  focused  I 
would  hope  that  the  group  fully  supports 
anything  like  this.  It’s  not  like  we  just  pulled 
it  out  of  a  hat,  working  with  Astra  has  been 
our  issue  for  three  years.” 

The  ACT  UP  Boston  debate  also  raised 
questions  about  tactical  changes.  “Some  of 
the  things  we’ve  done  in  the  past  we  can’t  do 
anymore,  because  the  press  will  ignore  it,” 
David  Stitt  said.  “In  the  future  we  may  be 
doing  more  highly  choreographed,  smaller 
and  more  expensive  actions.”  □

tributing  to  the  Black  lesbian  activist  com¬ 
munity,  will  facilitate  the  Friday,  Feb.  14 
institute. 

Marlon  Riggs;  Assotto  Saint 

The  Cultural  Institute,  which  will  take 
place  Feb.  15,  “is  one  of  the  most  diverse 
and  exciting  parts  of  our  annual  conference,” 
BGLLF  board  member  and  cultural  Institute 
curator  Katrice  Jackson  said.  The  Institute 
will  feature  the  world  premieres  of  two  of 
the  renowned  film  and  documentary  director 
Marlon  Riggs’  new  films.  Color  Adjustment, 
about  television’s  images  of  Black 
Americans  over  time,  and  Passing 
Judgment,  Riggs’  newest  celebration/explo¬ 
ration  of  Black  gay  men.  Riggs  premiered 
his  Anthem,  a  celebration  of  Black  gay  male 
sexuality  intended  as  a  video  for  “children” 
in  the  bars  at  last  year’s  conference  in  Los 
Angeles. 

Three  Black  gay  writers,  keynote  speaker 
Assotto  Saint  and  novelists  Steven  Corbin 
and  Larry  Duplechan  will  read  from  their 
works  and  hold  workshops  on  the  burgeon¬ 
ing  wave  of  African-American  gay  literature. 
“We  mustn’t  let  this  new  voice  become 
silent,”  Corbin  said.  “Right  now,  Black  gay 
writers  have  an  enormous  amount  of  self- 
empowerment  and  we  deserve  it,” 
Duplechan  added. 

During  last  year’s  conference,  a  separate 
Black  gay  and  lesbian  cultural  festival  took 
place,  but  it  expanded  the  conference  to  ten 
days  and  took  tremendous  energy,  so  orga¬ 
nizers  decided  to  re- incorporate  the  cultural 
elements  into  the  five  days  of  the  conference. 

AIDS  Institute 

The  AIDS  Institute  is  co-sponsored  this 
year  by  the  National  Task  Force  on  AIDS 
Prevention,  and  includes  Belinda  Rochelle  of 
the  AIDS  Action  Council,  Harlan  Dalton  of 
the  National  Commission  on  AIDS,  George 
Bellinger  of  the  Minority  AIDS  Task  Force, 
and  John  Peterson  of  the  University  of 
California  at  San  Francisco. 

A  memorial  service  at  the  end  of  the  day 
will  feature  Names  Project  AIDS  Quilt  pan¬ 
els  and  will  be  dedicated  to  the  memories  of 
Craig  C.  Harris  (see  obituary,  GCN,  Vol.  19, 
No.  26),  Martial-Rio  Givens  and 
Kujichagulia,  who  were  instrumental  in  the 
work  of  past  national  Black  gay  and  lesbian 
conferences,  as  well  as  to  all  friends  and 
family  who  died  in  the  past  year.  q

Lesbians  also  have  fewer  social  networks 
and  support  systems. 

Activists  emphasize  that  the  difficulty  in 
obtaining  dental  dams  and  latex  gloves 
affects  heterosexual  women  as  well,  yet  they 
receive  information  only  about  condoms. 

Rice  noted  that  white  lesbian  activists 
must  be  cautious  not  to  overemphasize 
woman-to-woman  sexual  transmission  in 
relation  to  IV  drug  use  transmission,  which 
affects  women  of  color  disproportionately. 

Duran  and  Jenner  emphasize  the  need  for 
heterosexual,  bisexual  and  lesbian  women  to 
work  together  to  demand  information  and 
safer  sex  materials.  “We’re  in  this  both  as 
women  and  as  queers,”  said  Jenner.  □

THE  HUE  AN 

NETWORK 
&  THAT 
KENNEDY 
KILLING 


or  Ollie  Stone’s  Triumph  of  the  Swill

llie  Stone  has  recently 

0  screened  his  version  of 
another  bit  from  the  ’60s, 
that  trial  down  in  New 
Orleans  back  in  March 
1969.  Who  killed  the 
President?  Stone’s  JFK,  a 
monument  to  miscasting 
and  revisioning,  has 
sparked  controversy. 
Ollie ’s  intentions  seem  good:  to  get  all  the 
poop  on  that  crucial  story,  which  for  many  of 
us— but  not  all — was  a  traumatic  event  in  our 
young  lives.  (Gore  Vidal,  however,  inclines 
otherwise.  When  asked  who  killed  the 
Kennedies,  Gore  quipped:  "What  does  it  mat¬ 
ter  as  long  as  they  stay  assassinated?”)  But  to 
get  to  his  end.  Stone  created  a  vilely  anti-fag¬ 
got  movie,  and  he  revived  the  smears  on  Clay 
Shaw  that  were  cooked  up  by  D.A.  Jim 
Garrison  and  his  Mob  back  in  1967.  It  is  just 
shocking. 

The  following  piece  appeared,  in  a  differ¬ 
ent  form,  in  Fag  Rag  back  in  1975.  It  was  a 
year  in  which  there  were  community  groups 
calling  for  reopening  investigations  into  the 
assassinations.  The  Kennedy  Assassination 
(the  first  one,  that  is)  just  never  goes  away.  Is 
it  Greek-tragedy  Amerikan-style?  Or  just 
endless  media  loop?  One  thing  that  is  impor¬ 
tant  to  note:  The  event  was  a  demarcator.  It 
was  the  last  major  public  event  to  come  to  us 
in  black  and  white.  (Zapruder  wisely  chose 
color  8  millimeter  film  so  that  Stone  could 
incorporate  it  into  his  WamerColor  epic.)  The 
urban  riots  and  the  Vietnam  War,  coming 
right  along,  were  brought  to  us  in  living 
color. 

Any  work  of  art/propaganda  is  surely  per¬ 
mitted  to  lie.  But  Stone’s  overreachings  in 
JFK  are  head-banging.  How  did  he  get  this 
thing  past  the  Script  Dept.?  Jim  Garrison  is 
not  something  out  of  Frank  Capra.  He’s  a 
sick-o  freak  on  a  media  bender.  Stone  has 
Clay  Shaw  played  as  a  slightly  more  fey  ver¬ 
sion  of  Gov.  L.  Douglas  Wilder.  (The  por¬ 
trayal  was  so  devastating.  Wilder  was  forced 
out  of  the  presidential  race!)  Stone  is  clearly 
a  particular  type  of  heterosexual  chauvinist;  it 
is  not  a  pretty  picture. 

I  resurrect  this  piece  as  antidote,  I  hope,  to 
the  gripping  lies  of  a  cinematic  fantasist  who 
suffers  delusions  of  reality.  And,  oh,  by  the 
way,  in  case  you’re  wondering,  I  don’t  think 
it  was  queans  who  did  the  job.  My  hunch  is 
that  it  was  the  Mob,  in  association  with  some 
loose  bozos  on  the  fringes  of  the  intelligence 
netherworld,  with  money  coming  from  the 
cash  accounts  of  rich  right-wingers  and  cra¬ 
zies  that  floated  around  unaccounted  for, 
though  much  sought  after,  during  the  very 
trough  of  the  Cold  War. 

For  reading  about  the  trial  and  the  role  of 
New  Orleans  politics  in  all  this,  I  recommend 
you  hunt  up  American  Grotesque,  James 
Kirkwood’s  wonderful  recounting  of  the  trial. 
There  is  also  the  useful  The  Garrison  Case: 
A  Study  in  the  Abuse  of  Power  by  Milton 
Brenner

Why  Clay  Shaw? 

Clay  Shaw,  a  prominent  gay  New  Orleans 
businessman,  was  indicted  in  March  1967  by 
New  Orleans  District  Attorney  Jim  Garrison 
for  conspiring  to  assassinate  President 
Kennedy.  Garrison  instantly  became  a  hero  to 
many  working  to  prove  a  conspiracy  in  the 
assassination.  Some,  particularly  Mark  Lane 
[a  New  York  lawyer  who  was  an  early  critic 
of  the  Warren  Commision  Report]  and  joke- 
meister  Mort  Sahl,  were  gung-ho  in  their  sup¬ 
port  of  Garrison's  campaign  to  vilify  Shaw  in 
order  to  prove  their  point.  It  was  a  bad  move. 

Garrison  had  originally  targeted  a  strange 
New  Orleans  right-wing  character  named 
David  Feme.  But  Feme  dropped  dead  just 
before  G.  could  arrest  him.  The  story  that 
Garrison  had  “solved”  the  assassination  had 
broken  by  then,  and  the  D.A.  was  a  world¬ 
wide  celebrity.  Garrison  promised  to  solve 
that  year’s  “Crime  Of  The  Century.” 

Immediately  after  Feme's  death  in  Feb. 
'67,  a  young  man  named  Perry  Raymond 
Russo  stepped  front  and  center  in  Baton 
Rouge  and  said  he  knew  Feme  and  his  gay 
friends  and  had  overheard  Feme  talking 
about  assassination.  Garrison  plucked  this  lad 
from  obscurity,  pumped  him  full  of  drugs, 
invented  his  story  for  him,  and  Russo  became 
the  state's  main  witness  against  Clay  Shaw. 
Russo  originally  never  put  Shaw  at  Feme’s 
"assassination  party” — that  was  an  idea  later 
cooked  up  by  Garrison’s  office — but  after 
coaching  by  the  D.A.,  Russo  finally  agreed  to 
put  Shaw  there. 

Garrison’s  line  was:  Ferrie  was  a  fairy, 
Russo  was  a  homo,  and  Shaw  was  a  fag.  He 
had  gotten  the  answer;  the  question,  appar¬ 
ently,  was:  How  many  queans  does  it  take  to 
kill  a  President?  The  awful  judge  at  the  trial, 
booze-swilling  hack  James  Haggerty,  liked 
the  Evil  Faggot  Approach.  As  Kirkwood 
quoted  Haggerty  in  American  Grotesque: 
“The  jury  didn’t  get  too  much  on  the  queer 
angle.  [The  prosecutors]  didn’t  make  it  the 
cause  celebre  of  it  that  I  would  have.  I  am 
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convinced  that  Shaw  knew  Ferrie.  Queers 
know  queers!  In  New  Orleans  particularly. 
They’ve  got  a  clique  better  than  the  CIA.” 

Queers  know  queers! 

I’m  always  impressed  by  how  poorly  orga¬ 
nized  the  Quean  Network  actually  is.  To 
homophobes,  it  still  may  look  like  The 
Homintem,  and  even  in  a  middle-sized  city 
there  is  always  some  new  shock/suiprise. 

Lee  Harvey  Oswald  had  known  David 
Ferrie  at  one  point.  Oswald  had  been  a  cadet 
in  Feme’s  Air  Corps  unit.  And  Ferrie  knew  a 
youth  named  Layten  Martens  and  another 
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named  James  Lewallen,  both  of  whom  knew 
Clay  Shaw.  This  is  the  closest  Shaw  gets  to 
Ferrie.  It  was  Perry  Raymond  Russo,  under 
Big  Jim  Garrison's  priming,  who  made  the 
link. 

Shaw  was  brought  to  trial  two  years  after 
his  indictment.  It  took  the  jury  50  minutes  to 
acquit  him  by  a  unanimous  vote. 

Kirkwood:  “I  asked  James  Alcott  [Asst. 
D.A.  who  handled  the  actual  prosecution  of 
the  case]  why  he  didn’t  get  into  the  homosex¬ 
ual  thing  as  much  as  everyone  thought  they 
would.  He  said  it  was  a  bummer,  that  it  could 


do  nothing  but  backfire  on  the  case  [at  that 
point].  Clay  Shaw  said  to  me  one  time: 
‘What  do  people  think?  That  I  made  a  pass  at 
John  Kennedy  and  was  turned  down,  and 
because  of  that  I  wanted  to  kill  him.’” 
Actually,  as  we  have  learned,  the  35th 
President  turned  down  very  few  people  for 
sex. 

What  the  prosecution  did  do  was  ask 
Shaw,  while  under  oath,  if  he  had  known 
David  Ferrie.  Shaw  said  no.  After  he  was 
acquitted  of  conspiracy,  Shaw  was  promptly 
rearrested  and  charged  with  perjury.  Garrison 
was  not  about  to  let  the  facts  get  in  his  way 
[the  characteristic  about  Big  Jim  that  Ollie 
Stone  likes  to  imitate  the  most]. 

Everyone  in  New  Orleans  knew  Clay 
Shaw  was  gay.  He  had  a  large  circle  of 
friends.  He  was  the  retired  director  of  the 
New  Orleans  Trade  Mart.  He  knew  young 
Layten  Martens,  with  whom,  according  to 
Kirkwood,  he  used  to  play  chess.  The  novel¬ 
ist  Frances  Parkinson  Keyes  was  a  chum, 
and  she  was  planning  to  write  a  book  about 
Shaw,  but  she  died  before  completing  it. 
Many  people  Shaw  knew  had  met  Ferrie. 
And  Ferrie  was  unforgettable.  His  body  odor 
alone  made  him  remarkable. 

Shaw  was  much-liked  and  well-respected. 
So  Garrison  had  to  somehow  demonize  him, 
preparing  him  to  take  the  fall  for  the 
Conspiracy  Boys.  The  police  raided  Shaw’s 
home  and  here’s  what  they  brought  back:  1 
chain,  5  whips,  2  pieces  of  leather,  1  army 
cartridge  belt,  1  black  hood  and  cape. 
Garrison  called  in  the  camera  crews  from 
Life  magazine  and  had  them  snap  away.  It 
was  a  double-spread  the  next  week.  Oh,  yes, 
and  they  found  a  trashy  paperback  called 
Murder  Takes  a  Holiday.  Very  significant. 

Tom  Dawson,  a  close  friend  of  Clay,  wrote 
me  in  1975  and  said:  “Clay  played  at  S&M 
(just  the  icing  on  the  cake,  he  once  said),  and 
Garrison  thought  to  make  hay  out  of  that 
one.  Well,  he  did,  but  it  was  falsified.  You 
see.  Clay’s  house  had  recently  been  rented 
out  and  he  had  scoured  it  of  the  faintest  com¬ 
promising  item.  Garrison’s  lurid  implications 
were  indeed  inspired  by  no  more  than  Clay’s 
two  Mardi  Gras  costumes... no,  three.  He 
owned  a  Shinto  priest’s  outfit,  complete  with 
Korean  horsehair  hat,  an  executioner’s  hood¬ 
ed  gown  replete  with  rope  sash  and  black 
hood  and  an  old  historic  plantation  whip 
some  nice  lady  gave  him,  and  finally  a  black 
Arabic  costume,  gold-embroidered  with 
Feisal-type  headdress,  all  given  him  by  some 
dignitary  in  Damascus  years  back.”  Well,  I 
don’t  want  to  turn  this  into  a  fashion  show, 
but  you  get  the  point. 

But  all  this  cried  out  for  some  equity.  If 
homophobic  men,  in  their  desperate  bid  to 
ruin  a  man  to  prove  their  point,  are  willing  to 
stoop  to  conquer,  maybe  we  should  put  them 
under  some  scrutiny  too.  As  they  dish,  so 
shall  they  be  dished. 

As  Kirkwood  noted  in  his  book,  upon 
arriving  in  New  Orleans  to  cover  the  trial, 
part  of  every  journalist’s  informal  press 
packet  was  a  picture  of  a  well-known 
Assassinationologist.  “In  the  photograph  he 
is  nude,  face  grimacing,  hands  behind  him 
(rumored  to  be  tied),  sporting  a  full  erection. 
Also  present  in  the  picture  is  a  woman’s 
hand  holding  a  pin  or  needle  to  his  genitals.” 

It’s  Mark  Lane,  of  course,  as  you’ve  never 
seen  him  before.  The  thing  about  Lane  is  that 
he’s  no  dumb  bunny.  But  he  signed  on  with 
Garrison,  and  it  became  hard  to  tell  which 
was  the  bigger  baggage.  That  Lane  didn’t  get 
out,  seeing  all  too  clearly  the  smear  on  Shaw, 
testifies  to  his  character.  I  spoke  with  Carl 
Oglesby,  Boston-based  activist  with  the 
Assassination  Information  Bureau.  Oglesby 
noted  that  Lane’s  colleagues  resented  his 
flashy  publicity-seeking  as  well  as  his  meth¬ 
ods. 

Who  is  Jim  Garrison?  He  began  his  career 
in  New  Orleans  crusading  against  vice.  Big 
yawn.  He  got  married  and  had  five  kids.  His 
wife  said:  “He  keeps  me  pregnant  in  summer 
and  barefoot  in  winter.”  What  about  those 
rumors  around  New  Orleans  that  Big  Jim 
once  had  a  female  prostitute  choke  to  death 
while  she  was  giving  him  a  blow  job?  Then 
there  was  the  time  that  Big  Jim  was  arrested 
for  fondling  a  13-year-old  boy  at  the  New 
Orleans  Athletic  Club.  That  sounds  like  fun. 
Nothing  came  of  it,  as  the  boy’s  family 
sought  to  avoid  publicity.  As  D.A.,  Big  Jim 
used  prisoners  in  the  Parish  Jail  to  testify 
against  Shaw  with  phony  stories.  Vernon 
Bundy,  a  junkie,  agreed  to  testify  that  he  saw 
Shaw  give  Oswald  money  on  a  beach.  Two 
other  prisoners,  Miguel  Torres  and  Jack 
Frost,  refused.  Torres  kept  quiet  about  his 
refusal.  Frost  boasted  of  it.  Not  long  there¬ 
after,  Frost  was  found  murdered  in  his  cell. 
These  are  just  snapshots  of  Jim  Garrison: 
Paragon  of  Integrity.  He  beat  the  rap  on 
skimming  the  pinbaU  kickback  money. 

“Clay  thought  Garrison  felt  he  would 
commit  suicide  after  he  was  arrested,”  Gail 
Baumgartner,  a  close  friend  of  Shaw,  told  me 
back  in  1975.  Shaw  refused  to  play  out 
Garrison's  preferred  scenario.  He  maintained 
a  calm  and,  to  some  of  his  friends,  a  mad-

Black  Lizard,  a  ’60s  send-up  of  detective  films,  will  chase 
your  winter  blues  away

he  marvellously  campy  Black 
Lizard  played  once  before  in  the 
Boston  area  in  the  early  ’80s.  I 
remember  catching  it  at  the  now-defunct 
Orson  Welles  Cinema  in  Cambridge  as  part 
of  a  gay  and  lesbian  film  festival,  one  of  the 
first  in  the  area.  With  the  passage  of  time, 
Black  Lizard  and  that  other  cult  classic 
What’s  Up  Tiger  Lily? —  also  with  an  all- 
Japanese  cast  —  had  blurred  into  one  movie 
in  my  mind.  They  both  come  from  that  ’60s 
genre  of  James  Bond-inspired  secret  agent 
movies  —  car  chases  and  shoot-’em — ups 
and  mini-skirted  go-go  chicks  bouncing 
around  with  long  straight  hair. 

On  second  viewing  though.  Black  Lizard 
is  way  cleverer  and  perverser.  Based  on  a 
stage  play  by  Yukio  Mishima,  the  movie  fea¬ 
tures  the  delightful  and  incomparable 
Akihiro  Maruyama,  a  female  impersonator 
who,  in  drag,  plays  the  villain  of  the  title. 
Black  Lizard  is  a  brilliant  and  evil  master 
criminal  hell  bent  on  possessing  all  that  is 
beautiful  and  rare.  The  plot  follows  the 
machinations  of  the  Lizard  as  she  attempts 
to  add  to  her  private  museum  the  fabulous 
diamond,  the  Star  of  Egypt  as  well  as  the 
beautiful  virgin,  Sanaye,  who  also  happens 
to  be  the  daughter  of  the  jeweler  who  owns 
the  diamond. 

The  Lizard  however  has  first  to  contend 
with  Akechi,  Japan’s  number-one  detective, 
who  has  been  hired  by  the  jeweler  to  protect 
his  possessions.  Akechi  and  the  Lizard 
match  wits  and  play  cat-and-mouse  while 
flinging  weighty  epigrams  on  crime, 
romance  and  beauty  at  one  another.  The 
Lizard  finds  herself  drawn  to  her  adversary. 
She  has  fallen  in  love  with  him.  Feeling  con¬ 


flicted,  she  whirls  around  the  nightclub  she 
is  using  as  a  front,  her  jeweled  evening 
gown  billowing  against  a  backdrop  of 
Aubrey  Beardsley  drawings.  She  takes  out 
her  frustrations  on  her  sidekick,  the  young 
man  that  she  once  rescued  from  suicide  only 
to  make  him  her  love  slave.  It’s  that  kind  of 
movie.  You  get  the  picture. 

It  is  Maruyama  in  the  title  role  who  makes 
this  rather  silly,  overwrought  plot  work.  He 
is  alternately  sinister  and  coy,  megalomania- 
cal  and  vulnerable.  He  inhabits  the  role  of  a 
female  master  criminal  effortlessly. 
Maruyama,  after  all,  originated  the  part  for 
the  stage.  The  attempts  at  sexual  ambiguity 
are  also  cleverly  executed.  Maruyama,  a 
male  actor  playing  a  woman,  declares  lust¬ 
fully  her  intention  to  own  Sanaye’s  beautiful 
body.  While  trying  to  escape  one  of  Akechi ’s 
traps,  the  Lizard,  now  disguised  as  a  man  (a 
man  playing  a  woman  playing  a  man), 
declares  she  has  fallen  in  love  with  Akechi. 
Apart  from  the  hotly  pursued  Star,  the  dia¬ 
logue,  even  in  translation,  contains  gems  of 
wit  and  camp.  When  Mishima  wrote  the 
original  stage  play,  he  might  well  have 
thought  he  was  making  profound  statements 
on  the  allure  and  romance  of  crime,  on  the 
similarities  between  the  criminal  and  the 
crime  fighter,  a  la  Genet.  The  effect  here, 
though,  is  total  camp  hilarity.  Mishima,  him¬ 
self,  has  a  brief  cameo  as  a  sailor  filmed  into 
a  stuffed  “doll”  in  the  Lizard's  evil  private 
musuem. 

In  these  grim  days  when  Japan  is  increas¬ 
ingly  being  portrayed  as  the  new  “evil 
empire,”  it  is  nice  to  see  this  playful,  aesthet¬ 
ic  side  of  the  Land  of  the  Ascendant  Sun.  A 
female  villain  who  collects  other  people’s 
diamonds  as  well  as  the  beautiful  bodies  of 
young  men  and  women,  the  grim  and  reso¬ 
lute  detective  whom  she  loves  and  hates,  the 
beautiful,  vulnerable  jeweler’s  daughter 
about  to  be  turned  into  a  stuffed  “doll,”  a 
handsome  young  man  turned  into  a  helpless 
love  slave.  What  more  could  you  ask  for  in 
one  movie?  Go  see  it.  It’s  a  surefire  way  of 
lifting  oneself  out  of  the  winter  doldrums.  □

dening  stoicism  throughout  his  two-year 

ordeal. 

Kirkwood  told  me  in  a  1975  interview:  “I 
had  dinner  or  drinks  with  Clay  at  least  three 
nights  a  week  during  the  trial,  and  the  amaz¬ 
ing  thing  was  to  me  that  he  was  cheering  me 
up.  When  these  yo-yos  came  into  the  court¬ 
room  with  their  ridiculous  testimony...  it  was 
a  terrible  circus.  You  saw  it  turn  into  this 
farce,  and  you  saw  the  press  still  playing  it  as 
something  serious,  I  mean  it’s  incredible  that 
people  could  still  give  it  serious  attention! 
The  feeling  was  that  he  was  going  to  be 
found  guilty  by  that  jury,  regardless  of  the 
testimony,  because  you  cannot  show  the 
Zapruder  film  that  many  times  [five  times  in 
court  and  several  more  during  deliberations] 
and  have  that  man  there  accused  of  it.  It’s 
such  an  emotional  thing  to  see.  You  see  his 
head  blown  off  and  you  want  somebody  to 
pay  for  it!” 

After  the  acquittal  came  the  perjury 
charge.  After  several  years  of  appeals  in 
higher  courts,  the  perjury  indictments  were 
dismissed.  Shaw’s  own  civil  suit  against 
Garrison  and  his  backers  (a  band  of  rich  New 
Orleans  businessmen  who  created  a  slush 
fund  for  Jim  through  their  group.  Truth  or 
Consequences,  Inc.)  was  stuck  in  legal 
delays.  Shaw  died  before  it  was  resolved, 
proving  once  again  that  the  Grim  Reaper 
moves  more  quickly  than  Dame  Justice.  As 
Kirkwood  told  me:  “If  I  ever  wanted  anyone 
to  live,  I  wanted  Clay  Shaw  to  live  so  he 
could  nail  them.” 

But  even  death  didn’t  end  the  state’s 
harassment.  Though  no  longer  D.A., 
Garrison’s  clique  were  still  around.  As  Gail 
Baumgartner  tells  it:  “The  police  called  me. 
They  wanted  to  exhume  the  body.  Some 
woman  had  called  them  and  said  the  bodies 
had  been  switched.  Someone  said  one  of 
Shaw’s  friends  did  him  in."  Baumgartner 
stood  her  ground  and  refused  this  final 
assault  on  Shaw’s  remains. 

Mort  Sahl  is  perhaps  the  biggest  jerk  of 
them  all.  Quick  snapshot:  Once  Mort  was  in 
Boston  on  a  call-in  show,  I  rang  up  and  asked 
what  he  thought  of  Kirkwood’s  book.  They 
went  into  an  ad  and  I  heard  Sahl  snap:  “That 
fucking  Kirkwood’s  nothing  but  a  goddamn 
fag  and  they  all  work  together.”  Mort’s  had 
more  TV  shows  than  Zsa  Zsa’s  had  hus¬ 


bands,  a  dreary  thought.  He  had  a  show  in 
New  Orleans  when  Big  Jim  started  up.  In 
1975,  he  did  a  show  in  LA  called  Both  Sides 
Now.  In  March  of  that  year,  while  hosting  a 
panel  on  women,  Mort  lost  it.  He  started 
attacking  faggots.  “They’re  scavengers. 
They're  your  enemy.  They  view  nihilism  as  a 
way  of  life.  Can’t  you  see  the  negative  force 
of  homosexuals  in  society?  Have  you  ever 
seen  a  poor  faggot?  I  would  suggest  they 
seek  psychiatric  care  or  buy  a  plot  at  Forest 
Lawn.”  The  gay  community  in  LA  was 
pissed  off,  and  demanded  reps  go  on  the 
show  to  answer  frothing  Sahl.  While  on  the 
air,  Sahl  insulted  the  gay  panelists,  accused 
them  of  diverting  precious  time  and  energy 
from  reopening  the  Kennedy  Snuff,  scream¬ 
ing  that  he  was  one  of  five  people  on  the 
planet  who  knew  who  killed  JFK.  He  finally 
went  ballistic:  “I  won’t  have  this  bullshit  on 
my  show!”  and  stormed  out.  [In  1992,  Mort’s 
doing  a  political/chat  show  for  the  Christian 
Scientists  Monitor  Channel,  and  in  January 
did  a  seg  singing  praises  for  Garrison. 
Clearly  psycho-pathology  can  be  a  smart 
career  move!  It  was  the  broadcasting 
Marriage  From  Hell:  Frothing  Mort  on 
Mother  Eddy’s  beam!] 

What  about  the  rest  of  the  cast  of  charac¬ 
ters,  David  Feme,  Lee  Oswald,  and  Perry 
Raymond  Russo?  How  do  they  plug  into  the 
Quean  Network?  Russo  knew  Ferrie  in  the 
summer  of  ’63.  Russo  referred  to  Ferrie  as  a 
“painted  lady.”  Russo  was  21  then,  kind  of 
attractive,  and  of  interest  to  Ferrie.  Ferrie 
liked  the  young  men  and  tried  to  keep  him¬ 
self  in  their  company.  [My  guess  in  1975  was 
that  Donald  Pleasance  would  play  Ferrie  in 
the  eventual  role  that  went  to  Joe  Pesci  in 
JFK.  Pesci  is,  of  course,  the  Donald 
Pleasance  of  the  ’90s.] 

Back  in  1961,  Ferrie  was  fired  as  a  pilot 
for  Eastern  Airlines  when  they  found  out  that 
he  had  been  arrested  for  sex  with  a  16-year- 
old  male.  Ferrie  suffered  alopecia;  all  his 
body  hair  had  fallen  out.  He  smelled  foul, 
lived  like  a  pig,  pasted  tufts  of  hair  on  his 
scalp,  and  painted  in  his  eyebrows.  He  was  a 
chemist,  a  cancer  “researcher,”  a  pianist,  a 
self-styled  priest  in  a  cult  called  the 
Orthodox  Old  Catholic  Church  of  North 
America.  Ferrie  conducted  religious  services 
involving  animal  sacrifice  and  blood  guz¬ 
zling.  He  was  also  a  stringer  for  the  New 
Orleans  Mafia.  When  then-U.S.-Atty.-Gen. 
Kennedy  had  Carlos  Marcello,  said  to  be 
Mafia  capo,  illegally  kidnapped  from  the 


streets  of  New  Orleans  and  flown  to 
Nicaragua  where  he  was  dumped  in 
Managua,  Marcello  called  Ferrie  to  come 
pick  him  up.  Ferrie  loved  guns  and  the  idea 
of  killing  people.  There  were  lots  of  guns 
washing  around  the  anti-Castro  Cuban  com¬ 
munity  that  summer. 

The  story  I  like  best  comes  from  Russo 
himself.  He  played  baseball  regularly  that 
summer  with  a  group  of  anti-Castro  Cubans. 
Ferrie  encouraged  Russo  and  his  friends  to 
drop  by  after  the  games.  Did  Ferrie  want  to 
have  sex  with  them?  Sell  them  pornography? 
Ferrie  could  never  keep  a  boyfriend  for  long. 
One  letter  found  in  his  effects  after  his  death 
read:  “Dear  Al,  I  offered  you  love  and  the 
best  I  could;  all  I  got  in  return,  in  the  end, 
was  a  kick  in  the  teeth.”  This  was  probably 
written  to  Al  Landry.  Russo’s  original  con¬ 
tact  with  Ferrie  had  been  to  alienate  Landry 
from  him. 

Anyway,  it  was  on  one  of  these  visits  to 
chez  Ferrie  that  Russo  claims  he  met  a 
“Leon”  Oswald,  whom  Ferrie  identified  as 
his  roommate.  Russo  recalled  “Leon”  as 
bearded  and  husky,  not  at  all  like  the  patsy 
nabbed  in  the  Texas  Theatre  during  a  matinee 
on  22  November.  Most  accounts  never  place 
Ferrie  with  Oswald  after  their  acquaintance¬ 
ship  in  the  Civil  Air  Patrol  in  the  '50s.  This 
“Leon”  who  was  bunking  with  Ferrie  was 
James  Lewallen.  He  was  often  referred  to  as 
“Leon”  or  “Lee."  According  to  my  sources, 
this  “Oswald”-Lewallen  was  a  kind  of 
referred  trick,  straight  trade  sleeping  his  way 
through  New  Orleans  gay  society.  He  seems 
to  have  gotten  into  Clay  Shaw’s  company 
without  the  help  of  David  Ferrie.  One  of 
Feme’s  subsequent  roommates  was  the  Rev. 
Ray  Broshears,  who  left  New  Orleans, 
moved  to  San  Francisco  and,  in  the  ’70s, 
published  The  Gay  Crusader  and  founded 
the  Lavender  Panthers,  a  community -based 
security  patrol  unit. 

David  Ferrie  dropped  dead  just  a  few  days 
after  the  news  about  the  Garrison  investiga¬ 
tion  broke.  His  death  certificate  said  he 
croaked  from  a  cerebral  hemorrhage.  It  could 
have  been  suicide,  murder,  or  a  natural  death. 
He  did  leave  a  farewell  note.  He  often 
bragged,  as  so  many  suicides  do,  that  he  had 
a  special  compound  that  would  kill  him  but 
make  it  look  like  just  a  blood  clot.  Garrison 
had  already  talked  extensively  with  Ferrie.  I 
suspect  Ferrie  smelled  a  set-up.  Garrison  had 
him  under  surveillance.  As  it  turned  out, 
Ferrie  was  worth  as  much  to  Big  Jim  dead  as 


alive;  and  the  case  crunched  on.  The  night  of 
the  assassination,  with  Oswald  already  in 
custody,  Ferrie  drove  with  two  boys  to  a 
skating  rink  in  Texas  through  a  thunderstorm. 
He  made  his  presence  known  and  spent  most 
of  his  time  by  a  pay  phone.  What  all  this  sig¬ 
nifies  remains  to  be  revealed.  But  doesn’t  it 
read  like  some  trash  by  that  creep,  Watergate 
conspirator/mystery  writer  E.  Howard  Hunt, 
a  real  malefactor? 

So,  right  after  Feme's  death.  Perry 
Raymond  Russo  came  forward  to  cash  in 
chips  he’d  been  holding  for  four  years.  With 
the  help  of  the  D.A.’s  sodium  pentothal,  hyp¬ 
nosis  and  some  old-fashioned  strong-arming, 
Russo  then  "remembered"  that  somebody 
“like”  Clay  Shaw,  but  under  another  name, 
was  talked  about  The  fellow  had  been  intro¬ 
duced  to  him  as  “Clem  Bertrand.”  Russo  had 
been  working  as  a  salesman,  selling  Great 
Books  of  the  Western  World ,  hawking  the 
canon  to  the  rubes.  Mostly  Russo  sold  him¬ 
self.  Ferrie  got  him  to  move  some  of  his 
porno  movies. 

When  Kirkwood  went  to  interview  Russo 
after  the  trial  was  over — even  though 
Garrison’s  people  had  warned  him  not  to  talk 
to  Kirkwood — here’s  what  happened. 
Kirkwood:  “So,  we  were  hitting  it  off.  He’s 
really  in  effect  telling  me,  yes,  he  could  easi¬ 
ly  be  mistaken  about  ever  meeting  Clay 
Shaw.  It  was  very  warm  and  he  said,  ‘Do  you 
mind  if  I  take  my  shirt  off?’  I  said  no.  He 
was  drinking  beer  and  I  was  drinking  wine. 
He  was  sitting  across  from  me  during  the 
interview.  I  noticed  that  he  finally  put  his 
hand  down  like  this  [into  his  trousers  and 
rubbed  his  crotch].  I  did  not  put  this  into  the 
book.  I  just  pretended  I  couldn’t  even  see 
him.  I  wouldn’t  be  surprised  if  he  wasn’t  try¬ 
ing  to  accomplish  some  kind  of  entrapment.” 
Poor  Kirkwood!  I  do  not  believe  that 
Louisiana  forbids  homosexual  contact  in  pri¬ 
vate,  but  Garrison  was  out  gunning  for  him. 
One  plot  of  the  D.A.’s  was  to  plant  some  pot 
on  him  and  then  bust  him.  Kirkwood  had  a 
marijuana  bust  to  his  credit  in  Easthampton, 
N.Y.  Garrison’s  snoops  regularly  stole 
Kirkwood’s  mail  while  he  was  in  New 
Orleans — only  a  federal  offense. 

Sometime  after  the  trial,  Perry  Russo  was 
arrested  on  a  stolen  goods  rap,  which  some 
hinted  was  a  set-up  by  Garrison  for  Russo’s 
failure  to  come  through  for  him  and  nail 
Shaw. 

So,  there’s  still  the  question.  Why  Clay 
Shaw?
